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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Prior office actions for related applications are incorporated in this office action by reference. 

• Claims 1, 34 and 52 have been amended. 

• Claims 6, 9, 1 1 -1 2, 35-37, 43, 49-51 , and 53-55 have been canceled. 

• Claims 1-5, 7-8, 10, 13-32, 34, 38-42, 44-48 and 52 are allowed 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 10, 13-34,38-42, 44-48, and 52 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examinees statement of reason for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art of record are U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0004746 to John 
B. Ferber and U.S. Patent No. 6,496,809 to Brett Nakfoor. As for Ferber discloses a user identification 
information is determined and an electronic coupon is requested from a processor, based on user 
information. A profile of user is determined and one electronic coupon is selected based on profile of the 
user. A redeemable representation of the electronic coupon is displayed on user device. Further Nakfoor 
discloses provides a method of electronically exchanging tickets for an event in a secondary market from 
ticket sellers to ticket buyers located at remote terminals. The method comprises associating the tickets 
with authentication data of the ticket seller, receiving from ticket sellers electronic asks comprising an ask 
quantity and an ask price, receiving from a ticket buyer an electronic bid comprising a bid quantity and a 
bid price, comparing the bid to the asks, completing a transfer of the tickets when the bid price equals the 
ask price and the ask quantity is equal to or greater than the bid quantity, and reassociating the tickets 
with authentication data of the ticket buyer. 

4. Additional prior art of record is U.S. Patent No. 5,991 ,749 to Paul H. Morril Jr. provides a method 
and system to transact through a cell phone. Moril teaches a method and system of transferring funds 
between first party and a second party. First party being a cell phone and second party being a person's 
financial account. The main difference between the Morril teaching and other systems is the entering of a 
certain code to conduct the transaction through the wireless service as well as confirming such 
transaction by providing a confirmation number code at the wireless device to be displayed to the user. 
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The transaction verifications are a combination of biometric (Voice recognition) and bar code scanning. 
The prior art of record is not directed towards "optically scanning the first transaction code from the visual 
display". The prior art of record either singularly or in combination with other prior arts in the record does 
not teach the steps of displaying and scanning of the code provided to the wireless device. . 

5. Independent claims 1, 34, and 52 contain the steps of "displaying the first transaction code on a 
visual display of the wireless communication device" and "optically scanning the first transaction code 
from the visual display". The closes prior art of record when taken either individually or in combination 
with other prior arts of record fails to teach or suggest the above steps as they have been claimed. It is 
clear that transaction verification is based on directly scanning of the "barcode" presented by the visual 
display of a wireless device and confirmation of the validity of the code based on a voice print of the 
bearer. Consequently, claims 2-5, 7-8, 10, 13-33 are dependent claims to claim 1, and claims 38-42 and 
44-48 are dependent claims to claim 34, thus they all have the limitations of claims 1 and 34, therefore, 
they are allowable for the same reason. 

6. As they have been claims in the following steps which are essentially the same for all the 
independent claims; 

"receiving, by the a transaction management system, a transaction request of a transaction 
requester for a commercial item; 

verifying the identity of the transaction requester by authenticating a spoken authentication code 
including comparing the spoken authentication code to an authentic voice print of an authorized user of 
the wireless communication device; 

communicating, by the transaction apparatus, a first transaction code to the a wireless 
communication device; 

displaying the first transaction code on a visual display of the wireless communication device; 
optically scanning, by the transaction fulfillment system, the first transaction code from the visual 
display;"
